NEWS DISCRIMINATION. 


Dr. Parkhurst’s disposition to reform 
led him to turn his attention to the 
newspapers, and he has told his congre- 
gation that the press needs improve- 
ment,. He thinks that there is too free 
publication of indiscriminate and un- 
digested matter. 

There is no doubt abundant room for 
improvement in the press. .It shares the 
imperfections of all other factors of 
society. But there is grave doubt of the 
wisdom of reform in the direction indi- 
cated by Dr, Parkhurst. The good doc- 
tor is an honest and energetic reformer, 
but his zeal for the triumph of the good 
seems to have led him into an error of 
judgment as to the best means of secur- 
ing it. 

A little thought will demonstrate that 
there is great danger in the processes of 
discrimination and digestion in the pub- 
lication of news. Who is capable of 
being the discriminator and digestor of 
news? Who shall decide what is good 
and what is bad for the people to know? 
What will or will not lead them along 
the upper path of progress? 

Of course the publication of the merely 
scandalous and vulgar is not to be con- 
sidered at all, but in- the matter of news 
no one man or set of men has the right 
or power to discriminate and digest for 
‘the people. ‘They must do their own di- 
gesting and must find the kernel of good 
in the great mass of thought and facts 
which come to the surface day by day. 

Dr. Parkhurst has been engaged in the 
work of uncovering evil in New York 
that good might be brought out of it. 
Many people have objected to the pub- 


, lication of the facts unearthed by him 
and his associates, 


Suppose the news- 
papers had discriminated and published 
nothing but the good and suppressed the 
bad—what would have become of Dr. 
Parkhurst’s work of reform? Would 
New York have been redeemed from its 
yoke of vice? 

It is a dangerous thing to tamper with 
the purfication of ‘me news.

Reduction of Rates for Some Foreign 
Countries—Change in Stamps.

He also 
calls attention to thé need for the most 
rigid e¢cdhomy in’ the management of the 
different departments of the State Govern- 
ment: From year to year, and especially 
during the past twelve or thirteen years, 
these expenses have grown until the bur- 
den is becoming grievous and unbearable. 

Indirect forms of levying taxes have been 
resorted to with the idea of reliéving or 
shifting the burden of taxation. Oné great 
extravagance, he says, arises from the mul- 
tiplicity of ‘‘commissions,’’ which have in- 
creased so rapidly in number and expense 
since 1890. From an expenditure for the 
duties covered by these commissions of less 
than $4,000 in.1890, a growth has taken place 
from year to year until the cost of three 
commissions alone amounted jast year to 
nearly $1,250,000. “Some of these commis- 
| sions are unnecessary and should be abol- 
ished. Some of them should be consolidated 
with or made part of the executive depart- 
ments of the State Government.
